Declaring the Irish question to 
be fundamentally a religious one, 
Dr. N. P. Patterson, pastor of tho 
local Presbyterian church, complete­ 
ly analyzed all peases of the issue 
before a big crowd at the church 
last night and showed how it might 
become of vital interest to the Am­ 
erican people. 
This was the first time since his 
return from Ireland a week ago 
that 
Dr. 
Patterson 
has discussed 
in public his two months* travels 
this summer that took him to the 
heart of the Irish fight for “inde­ 
pendence.” 
At the morning service Sunday, 
Rev. Patterson discussed details of 
his trip up to Fleetwood, the Eng­ 
lish port of embarkation where he 
first came intimately into contact 
with the Irish. From there he sail­ 
ed for Ireland on July 18 and it 
was on board the boat that he got 
his introduction to the Sinn Fein 
party. 
Ireland, he said, is divided into 
two ou(sanding sections, Ulster or 
north Ireland consisting of six coun­ 
ties, and the Sinn Fein, or south 
Ireland consisting of 26 counties. 
Protestantism, led by the Presby­ 
terians, Church of Ireland, Metho­ 
dists, Baptists and Congregational­ 
ists, dominates Ulster 
w’hile 
the 
Sinn Fein section is essentially Cath­ 
olic. Dr. Patterson paid high tribute 
to the high moral tone that charac­ 
terizes life of Ireland, particularly 
Ulster where he spent most of his 
time, declaring it to be far super­ 
ior to that in America or any oth­ 
er country he ever visited. 
No Public Parasites. 
“ During my two month's stay in 
various cities of North Ireland I 
never once saw any evidence of 
lewdness on the part of a man or 
woman and I certainly take off my 
hat to the Irish for this. Later I 
found this admirable situation to 
be directly the result of nome gov­ 
ernment— a system in which parent 
take 
close 
supervision 
of their 
children and know where they are 
all hours of the day and night,” he 
said. 
Saloons are the only glaring in­ 
consistency of Irish domestic life, 
the speaker declared. “Never was 
I able to find an irishman, with all 
his ready wit, who was able to an­ 
swer 
the question of why, since 
Ireland has no snakes, she insists 
of keeping so much ‘snake medi­ 
cine’ on tap at every corner.” 
Diving into his discussion of the 
Irish problem, Dr. Patterson clear­ 
ed up first what he declared to be 
the prevailing belief 
In 
America 
that Ireland is a struggling nation, 
fighting just as the American Col­ 
onies did, to secure their independ­ 
ence from England. “ Ireland is not 
a nation, it has no national idea, 
and it is misleading to speak of 
the Irish people as one unit. The 
Irish of Ulster are as diametrically 
opposed to breaking with England 
as Oklahoma would be to seceding 
from the United States. They are 
loyal to the British Crown and will 
remain so until the last Ulsterite 
is exterminated.” 
No Parallel Here. 
The so-called 
Irish 
Republican 
movement, he said, is in no way 
comparable to that made by the 
thirteen American colonies in that 
it 
seeks 
absolute 
independence 
while America, even until the end 
of the Revolutionary war, had no 
c’ream of absolute independence and 
isolation from Great Britain. 
“ Ireland asks more liberties than 
any state in our Union has. She 
demands the right not only to with­ 
draw 
from 
England 
but to levy 
taxes, coin money, and do a score 
of other things 
that 
Oklahoma 
could not do in a hundred years. 
At the bottom of the Sinn Fein re­ 
public 
idea 
lies Roman 
Catholic­ 
ism.” he asserted. 
“ When w*e in America give our 
support to the Sinn Fein as we have 
by 
public subscription 
of money, 
we are supporting that power which 
says ‘we will send bullets into the 
breasts of government officials who 
come to us to collect revenue for 
sustaining the 
government 
and 
running the public schools.1 ” He 
then related stories of Sinn Fein 
atrocities and declared 
that 
the 
history of some of their outrages 
on innocent 
protestants, 
“ would 
make stories of German outrages 
grow pale.” 
Bringing the

question home, the speaker showed 
that 20,000 of our public schools 
have more than one half Catholic 
teachers, 600 of our public schools 
use readers teaching the Catholic 
faith and the catechism, and our 
biggest cities have $5 percent Cath­ 
olics on their police forces.

As the day set for the convening of President 
Harding's conference on limitation of armaments 
draws nearer the press of the country, is anxiously 
asking the question: “What if the parley fail?’* Will 
the world have gained or lost by the calling of the 
conference if nothing is accomplished, if no agree­ 
ment or understanding is reached by which the bur­ 
den of preparation for future wars may be lifted? 
Quite naturally it is a question of concern. We 
have been willing to assume that should the gather­ 
ing result in nothing more than an exchange of ideas 
it would be only so much time and money wasted 
and 
an 
effort 
lost. 
But 
t h e 
press, 
n o t 
only of America but the European nations, has 
begun to view the prospects of failure with utmost 
alarm and to fear most sinister consequences. Unless 
the powers of the earth agree at this historic gather­ 
ing in Washington to curtail their armies and navies 
editors believe, the delegates will return to their 
homes filled with suspicion of their sister nations, 
magnifying the arguments advanced

to 
why 
armaments cannot now be limited and the world 
will groan under the greatest era of militarism it 
has even known.

They long for peace, they 
know that they cannot survive without it. 
Their 
taxation has reached the limit of endurance. 
It is true that nations will sit around the council 
table suspicious of the other. But they will be ready 
and willing to find a way to clear that suspicion or 
at least a way to' protect them from the fellow no­ 
tions which they themselves cannot trust. Britain, 
because she survives on commerce, unless her navy 
is to be the greatest in the world must have the 
assurance of the other nations that the seas will 
never be closed to her; France, if she is not to main­ 
tain any army that includes every able bodied man 
in the republic, must know that German hatred can 
never strike again, she must be assured that a power 


is announced.

The marked progress, 
the Indians have made, according to 
Indian Agency officials, is due to 
Hie government method of control­ 
ling their affairs. 
In the last fiscal year, ending 
June 30, the Indian agency invested 
a half million dollars in 150 homes 
for restricted Indians. Farms owned 
by restricted Indians were equipped 
with 65 barns in the same period. 
Household furnishings purchased by 
Indians during the year cost $84,- 
017.25. 
One of the finest houses erected 
in the past year was built for Jean- 
etta Burgess near Konawa. It cost 
$28,000. Indian homes costing $10,- 
| OOO each were numerous.

That the Indian is a lover of 
automobiles is shown by the agency 
(records, noting an expenditure of 
; $116,936.26 in the past year for 
(motor driven vehicles and repairs. 
This money was spent by restricted 
Indians. 
“ In the past ten years, the pro­ 
gress of the Indian in Easter Ok­ 
lahoma has been very encouraging 
says E. J. Burke, in charge of the 
thirteen field clerks for the Indian 
agency. “The building of modern 
homes has had unusual influence in 
this progress. Nearly 2,000 homes 
have

agency for restricted Indians during 
this period.

OKLAHOMA YANK KAS 


FIGURE ON STATUES 


(By the Associated Preee) 
MUSKOGEE, Sept. 24.— Although 
fame as a sculptor’s model awaits 
him, Olin L. Stone of this city pre­ 
fers the modest place 
of 
a store 
clerk. Soon, his image will be em­ 
blazoned on a memorial that will 
overlook the historic battlefield of 
Chateau Thierry, France. 
Selected from a hundred Ameri­ 
can doughboys who represented the 
best physical specimens of the Am­ 
erican expeditionary 
force, 
Stone 
has since had numerous opportun­ 
ities to pose for artists of world­ 
wide renown. To all, however, he 
has turned a deaf ear and quietly 
continued his duties in an "army 
store" here. 
Stone’s 
image 
will adorn 
a 
statue that, when completed, will 
form a unit of what is declared 
will 
be one of the most artistic 
battle monuments erected in com­ 
memoration 
of the world 
war. It 
will be cut iii stone 18 feet high 
and s feet wide. Stone will repre­ 
sent an American soldier standing 
on a pedestal, taller than the image 
of a French soldier, who stands at 
attention. The figure of a French 
girl with one hand resting on the 
Frenchman’s shoulder and the oth­ 
er extending a farewell handshake 
to the American, will complete the 
group.

The memorial will be the work 
of 
Cantigny, 
Montdidier, 
Alane, 
and of Howard Davis, an American 
sculptor. It 
is expected 
it will he 
completed next year. 
Stone saw service in the battles 
of Uantingyn, 
Montdidier, 
Aisne, 
Marne, Mouse and Argonne. He al­ 
so served with the Army of Occupa­ 
tion and in December, 1918, was re­ 
turned to Fiance to receive decora­ 
tions. 
When it was decided to erect the 
memorial at Chateau 
Thierry, 
a 
careful selection 
began 
for 
the 
American whose 
figure 
was 
to 
adorn the monument. The selections 
finally dwindled to a hundred, and 
these men were seut to Paris for a 
final choice by artists. Stone was 
tin* unanimous choice of Roux and 
Davis.
